It  is  obvious  that  if 
more  people  are  won  to  Christ 
more  churches  need  to  be  institut¬ 
ed  in  order  to  take  care  of  new  i 
converts.  This  period  of  emphasis 
on  new  churches,  therefore,  is  j 
challenging  all  the  home  mis-! 
sionaries  to  start  new  missions  and  I 
try  to  grow  new  churches.  This  is  i 
not  the  program  of  the  H  o  m  e  j 
Mission  Board  alone  but  all  agen-  i 
cies  of  the  Convention  are  empha¬ 
sizing  the  same  thing.  In  like 
manner  the  Home  Mission  Board 
with  all  other  agencies  of  the 
Convention  offers  its  support  to  the 
Sunday  School  Board  in  setting 
March  as  the  month  for  establish¬ 
ing  mission  Sunday  schools.  To¬ 
gether  we  move  forward  towards 
new  churches  by  way  of  new  mis- 
sions. 

The  final  phase  of  the  Five-Year 
Crusade  is  ‘More  Effective  Wit¬ 
nessing.”  While  the  emphasis  on 
soul-winning  continues  and  the  ef¬ 
fort  to  establish  new  churches  is 
intensified  it  is  the  business  of  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  train  converts  as  well 
as  to  win  them  and  to  make  of  all 
witnesses  for  Christ. 

Evangelism  Crusades 

The  great  crusade  in  the  West 
and  in  the  East  are  a  matter  of 
history.  Association-wide  crusades 
in  evangelism  are  in  effect 
throughout  the  Convention  terri¬ 
tory. 

At  the  meeting  of  state  secre¬ 
taries  of  evangelism  in  Nashville 
in  January,  Dr.  Matthews’  book, 
The  Southern  Baptist  Program  of 
Evangelism,  was  revised  and  its 
revision  adopted.  The  book  has 
been  reprinted  and  is  now  ready 
for  use  in  the  spring  crusade.  It 
is  the  hope  of  all  the  state  evange¬ 
lists  that  every  pastor  will  avail 
himself  of  the  opportunity  of  study¬ 
ing  the  book  and  help  promote  the 
crusade  in  his  association. 

Conference  on  City  Missions 

The  last  week  in  February  was 
the  date  of  the  City  Missions  Con¬ 
ference  which  was  held  in  Atlanta. 
Attendance  was  far  beyond  expec¬ 
tations.  In  the  exchange  of  exper-  | 
iences  superintendents  of  city  mis¬ 
sions  returned  to  their  duties  rein¬ 
forced  with  help  from  all  sections 
of  the  Convention. 

Floods  of  Litoraturo 

For  two  months  the  shipping  de¬ 
partment  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  has  been  overwhelmed  with 
orders  for  free  literature.  Evange¬ 
lism  tracts  by  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  have  been  shipped. 
Tracts  on  Cuba  and  Alaska  have 
gone  out  by  the  tens  of  thousands 
to  Training  Union  leaders  and 
Auxiliary  workers  in  Woman’s 
Missionary  Union.  Literature  in 
preparation  for  the  Annie  Arm¬ 
strong  Offering  for  home  missions 
has  exceeded  any  previous  de¬ 
mands.  The  mission  study  books 
have  been  printed  in  larger  quanti¬ 
ties  and  ordered  in  greater  num¬ 
bers  than  any  previous  report  has 
recorded. 

Silver  Anniversary 

The  Baptist  Rescue  Mission  in 
New  Orleans  observed  its  silver 
anniversary  February  11.  More 
than  1,000,000  men  have  visited  the 
rescue  mission  and  more  than  20,- 
000  have  been  converted. 


THE  HOME  HOARD 
REPORTS 

BY  JOHN  CAYLOR 
The  Home  Mission  Board’s  sec¬ 
retary  of  education,  in  editing 
the  annual  report  for  publication 
in  the  Book  of  Reports  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,,  has 
found  that  1951  was  a  record- 
breaking  year  in  achievements  in 
home  missions. 

A  Gain  In  Parsonnal 
Due  to  an  increase  in  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Offering  for  home  mis¬ 
sions  last  year  it  was  possible  for 
the  Home  Mission  Board  to  in¬ 
crease  its  missionary  personnel. 
There  were  865  missionaries  re¬ 
porting  their  services  during  the 
calendar  year.  This  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  145  missionaries  over  the 
year  before 

With  305  summer  student  work¬ 
ers  added  to  the  missionary  staff 
for  ten  weeks  in  the  summer  the 
personnel  total  was  raised  to  1,- 
170. 

Counted  in  the  missionary,  per¬ 
sonnel  for  the  yekr  were  sixty- 
eight  missionary-pastors  on  new 
fields  supported  in  part  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  This  does 
not  mean  that  the  sixty-eight  mis¬ 
sion  pastors  were  counted  as  full¬ 
time  home  missionaries  but  part 
of  their  income  was  provided  by 
the  Home  Mission  Board  and  they 
had  to  be  accounted  for  in  the 
missionary  personnel.  The  increas¬ 
ed  offering  through  the  March 
Week  of  Prayer  was,  therefore, 
the  occasion  for  the  employment 
of  about  seventy-five  permanent 
workers  and  the  opening  of  new 
fields  of  service  on  a  limited  scale. 

SSul-Winning  Victoria* 

The  missionaries  of  the  Board 
reported  a  total  of  36,390  conver¬ 
sions  during  the  year.  This  breaks 
all  previous  records  in  soul-win¬ 
ning. 

In  addition  to  conversions  re¬ 
ported  through  the  personal  serv¬ 
ice  of  missionaries,  the  professions 
of  faith  reported  by  Baptist  chap¬ 
lains  and  the  number  of  additions 
by  baptism  reported  in  the  evange¬ 
listic  crusades  led  by  members  of 
the  evangelistic  staff  accounted  for 
conversions,
